‘Lue fullowiug are a few additional facts 

from Australian papers abvat the fearful 


| thusricane at Samoa which destroyed three 


German and three American men-of-war :— 


Auckland, April 2.—wo large iron 
barques and eleven consting _ vessels 
were also wrecked, The total loss of 
life is at present estimated , ut 150. 
When the audden fall in the barometer 
was noticed, the whole of the warships 
in the harbour got up steam for the 
purpuse of endeavoring to run out to 
sea, but they ware all driven ashore 
and wrecked, with the exception of the 
British steamer Calliope, which succeeded 
in stuaming ont to sea in the very teeth of 
tho storm. On Suturday morning the gale 
incroased to a terrible extent, and daylight 
reveled an awful scene of desolation The 
damage done to shipping, and on land was 
immense. Tamoscse and Mataafa, the 
chicfs, sent natives to assit in saving pro- 
perty, and they worked aylendidly in 1ea- 
cujug lives withont respoct to nationality.

IN ORIGINAL JURISDI-TION.

Under a contract butween the parties, 
the plaintiff was to build for the defendants 
two sleamers ata cost of $70,060, and of 
that sum $48,0 0 was paid.

It 
was alleged on the part of the pluintiff that 
this mistake us to the measurement uf the 
base had been committed and the defend- 
ante tok up this position Thoy returned 
the steamur on the plaintiff's hunds provi+ 
sionally. ‘That was bis Lordship's idea, 
and he thought that very clearly appeared 
from the letters of 17th and 18th August, 
It seemed to him that as the plaintiff 
had expressly contracted to satisfy the 
Fronch authorities sa to the speed of the 
vessels the defendants were perfectly justi- 
fied. Although the veseuls were delivered 
to them they were entitled to take the steps 
they took, that was tr say, fo return them 
pravisionally on the plaintif?s hands until 
that condition was fulfilled, He looked 
upon these expeus-s: a8 money paid under 
these cireumstances on belulf of the plain- 
tiff, and he thought this sua of $1486 must 
bo allowed.as n set-off.

The following report on Victoria Gaol 
wis presnted to the Legislative Connell 
this afternoon :—

Prisoners ani their d scipline.—7, Tho 
number of Prison olf-nces continues large 
in comparison with thos» of English Pei- 
song, but their mumber is decreasing and 
much less than in previous years, ond it is 
antisfactory to oteerve that the moro soriots 
nffenevs have much diminished. During 
the year there have beou 4 414 Prison 
offences to an avoaye of OSC Prisoners 
giving a little over BE olfeue 8 for each 
Prisoner during the year; the lowest 
average attained for many yeara past. On 
the last day of tho year 140 Prisoners bad 
beong,free of Prism punishment for up- 
wards of three mouths, among these 35 
had teen free of punishment for upwards 
of 8 year. 

8. I append aa usual Returna showing 
the number of punishments during the year 
for the most common offences. Similar 
Returns for the last three years beingshown 
alonyside for the sake of comparison. 

_9. Duriug the year there were three cases 
of insubordination towards and assaulte on 
offivers af the Gaol (included in Return 5.) 
—a marked diminution of such oifences as 
compared with previous years, The of- 
fenders were tried und awarded corporal 
punishment. 

10. The risk of conspiracies and 
combinations anong Prisuners, I have 
adverted to in formor reports 2s always 
existing with a lot of criminals slecping 
in association, As in provious years 
so during the list year we have had 
proof of this ia two desperate attempts of 
large numbers to escape from chain gang. 
The stricter the Gaol discipline the more 
anxious Prisonom will be to try and effect 
an escape—on the last necasion, on the 18th 
September, those attempting to escupe were 
ro-captured, but unfortunately in the 
atruggle the lives of ohe trustworthy war- 
der and of two Prisoners were lost, 
while four other Prisoners wars wounded 
but recovered. A full report vf the cir- 
cumstances was submitted at the time. 

Industrial Labour.—11. The Chain gang 
on Pablic Works hos bean working during 
the year with au average strength of 50 or 
60 Prisoners-—less than last year, Thad 
tu reduce une and sometimes two ofethe ex 
gangs owing to scarcity of Officers, many of 
whom were on the sick list during the yoar; 
the work was carried on ata ompiderablo 
distance about three miles from the Gaol, 
the work done was not very satisfactory 
and has now been suspended. After the 
experience of tho year I trustit wilt not be 
resumed until the intrudnetion'of tho se- 
parate aystenl. 

12. As to other industrial York we aro 
much h mpered by want of space, having 
to utilize verandnhs and passages as work- 
shops. But the industries of Ooir, yarn
